SAM QUENTIN, Calif. (A P)— Sirhan B. Sirhan, 
convicted of assassinating Sen, Robert F. Kennedy, 
was tear gassed in his cell at San Quentin Prison's 
Death Rrow for refusing to give up his meal tray 
and throwing food at a guard, Warden Louis S. Nel­ 
son said today. 


Nelson said Sirh n did not re ist ¡nd < ime out of 
the cell on his own after guards used “a very little 
tear gas.” He was given a sedative and placed in an 
isolation cell. 


Nelson said the incident occurred Wednesday af­ 
ternoon after the Palestinian Arab demanded to 
speak to Associate Warden Jam es W. Park. 
“ H was a holiday and there was nobody around so 
he got into a snit about it — 1 guess a little temper 
tantrum ," Nelson said. 


Panel Selected 


For Inquest Into 


Salazar's Death 


LOS ANGELES (AP) —• A nine-member panel 
that included a Negro, an Oriental and a Mexiean- 
American was selected today to serve as jurors and 
alternates into the inquest of the death of journalist 
Ruben Salazar, killed during the East Los Angeles 
riots Aug. 29. 
The coroner’s inquest hearing room was packed 
with newsmen, officials and spectators. The e x t r a ­ 
ordinary interest prompted telecast ng 
i Los Angeles 
television stations, including KMEX, a Span.sh lan­ 
guage station ol which Salazar was news director. 
Salazar, 42, was killed by a sharp-nosed tear gas 
projectile fired into a building by a sheriff's deputy, 
officials stated. The inquest is to determine whether 
the death occurred under legitim ate official duty by 
law officers or involved negligence. 
The journalist’s death was one of three stemming 
from liots which occurred after sheriff's deputies 
attem pted to disperse a crowd they said had be­ 
come unruly at a Mexican-American anti-war rally 
at a park. 
Many witnesses scheduled at the inquest said they 
feared for their safety if they testified on behalf of 
the sheriff’s office which says it gave sufficient’war- 
ning before the tear gas was fired. 
Salazar, a Mexican-American who often wrote of 
the problems of his community n East Los Angeles 
where an estim ated one million Spanish-speaking 
residents live, also wrote a column for the Los 
Angeles lim es and had been a Times staffer in 
Mexico City and Vietnam.

were acting properly in firing the tear gas projectile 
although they stated that the victim was seated 
peacefully inside the building, a cafe, at the time.

(UPI) —A six-hitter may 
not be much of a pitching performance by some 
standards but when it’s spread over 21 shutout in­ 
nings, that’s something.

What can the college football fans expect in the 
Pomona Valley this season? 
It’s a tough question to answer, but the outlook is 
promising. The teams seem to be stronger even' 
year and the upgraded competition continues to 
create more interest. 
While the five Pomona Valley colleges appear to 
have stronger teams this season, it may not mean 
better records. The entire small college picture in 
Southern California is rosy. 
As La Verne’s Roland Ortmayer says, We may 
be better this year, but so is our opposition. 
Because of its size and location in the community, 
Cal Poly must command the biggest attention. The 
Broncos compete in the tough CCAA circuit and are 
in the NCAA small college bracket. 
Football has been in a downswing at the Kellogg 
campus throughout the decade with the last wirming 
season dating back to the thrilling 9-1 campaign in 
1962. 
. .T ou gh Job 
Coach Rov Anderson, beginning his second season 
at Broncville, can see genuine improvement in the 
program, but he realizes it’s a tough and sometimes 
frustrating job trying to build a football team which 
can successfully compete in the state college sys­ 
tem. 
Anderson has also worked hard trying to improve 
the school’s relationship with the community. rlhe 
energetic mentor is creating a booster club for the 
adults, plus a separate group for boys under 12. 
Poly plays an attractive home schedule at Kellogg 
Field. The four CCAA opponents, plus Santa Clara, 
are an enticing menu for the football fans. 
The schedule is more realistic, but still tough. 
Poly will still be outmanned going against the likes 
of Hawaii on the Oct. 10 trip to the islands, 
While we pick Cal Poly, San Luis Obispo to win 
the CCAA crown, the Pomona entry should be in the 
thick of competition. Our forecast for the Broncs 
shows a 4-6 record, up two notches from last year’s 
mark and a big improvement from the dismal 0-10 
season in 1968. 
As of now, Poly should be favored over Cal State 
Los Angeles, University of San Diego, UC Riverside 
and St. Mary’s. Cal State Fullerton and Sacramento 
State look like tossups with the rest of the opponents 
putting the Broncs at a disadvantage. 
lively Hattie 
Very few areas can claim four NAIA colleges like 
the Pomona Valley. 
The result is a lively battle for the honor of ruling 
the valley. Fans who enjoy the more liesurely and 
old collegiate approach to the game love the Satur­ 
day afternoon shows. 
Like last year, independent La Verne appears to 
be the class of the valley, providing Ortmayer can 
keep his troops healthy. The Leos offer a veteran 
team with a promising quarterback transfer who 
will be able to reach the experienced receivers. 
A big test for the Leos will be the opener against 
SCIAC Whittier. If La Verne can get past the Poets, 
we can see a possible 8-1 or 7-2 record for Ortma* 
yer’s crew. 
Azusa Pacific, the neighboring independent, will 
bounce back from a frustrating 1-7 campaign under 
new skipper Bob Damewood. A better schedule 
could give the Cougars a respectable 4-4 mark with a 
key tesi being the opener at Pomona. 
Predicting the SCIAC race is a tough struggle. 
Naturally, Whittier should rank as the favorite with 
Redlands given the best chance to stop the Poets’ 
reign. 
However, with a few breaks, John Zinda s dub at 
Claremonl-Mudd should make it a tight three-team 
struggle. It’s quite possible the Stags could make it 
all the way to the top in Zinda’s third year of re­ 
building the schools’ football fortunes. 
Walt Ambord is also eager to start Pomona Col­ 
lege’s season with the Sagehens a good longshot pos­ 
sibility in the tightly-bunched SCIAC chase. 
The survivor of the annual Stag-Sagehen titanic on 
Oct. 3 will be in good shape with the loser being 
mainly in a spoiler’s role.

At Hospital 


Gets Boost 


BALTIMORE (AP) - In the 
midst of rising hospital costs 
across the nation, patients at a 
forward-looking Baltimore hos- 
L t d scon may be enjoying 
wine with dinner. 
The wine won’t be served in 
c r y s t a l , however, because 
, Franklin Square Hospital has 
entered the age of the dis­ 
posable.

Another casualty of the dis­ 
posable age is the kitchen,

when the hospital moved, all 
the stoves, dishes, and table- 
1 ware were sold. The hospital 
¡saved an estimated $500,000 in 
¡construction costs by not in- 
1 stalling a regular kitchen. 
Food now comes to the hospi­ 
tal cooked and frozen in small 
I trays. At the hospital the sery 
lines are placed on patients 
C y s put mto a micro-wave 
oven and heated in less than a 
minute, 
Patients select meals from a 
i menu and if they don’t want to 
J eat at the regular times their 
I food can be prepared later. 
The food is more nutritional 
' now, Thompson said,.because it 
; is warmed immediately before 
'serving and doesn't lose vita­ 
mins sitting m a steam-oper* 
| ated warmer. 
Each precooked meal costs 
i the hospital 98 cents, according 
1 to the food director. In the 
i building, meals prepared the 
usual way cost 67 cents each.

"But we’re saving money be­ 
cause we’ve cut our food prepa­ 
ration staff to 17 people. At the

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EDITORIALS 
Mark Sugg Story 
All Too Common 


Mark Sugg, when he was 11 years old, was a 
lively boy. On a hoi August da\ 
in 1968 in Albe­ 
m arle, N.C., a town of some 12.500 people, he and a 
friend decided to go swimming. 
They had a great time at the local pool be!ore 
climbing on their bikes to ride home. The last days 
ol summer were fleeting by and they wanted to 
enjoy each one. 
But Mark never reached home. A woman driver 
who had mixed liquor with tranquilizers struck and 
killed him. 
Each year, in fact, thousands of children like 
Mark are killed by drivers who have boon drinking. 
Other thousands of adults are killed. And the drink­ 
ing drivers themselves often die. Altogether, 28,000 
Americans. 76 per day, more than three per hour, 
perish because alcohol has impaired their ability to 
manipulate a 3,000-pound mass of metal through 
traffic, 
across intersections, 
between 
trees 
and 
poles, around curves and over hills. 
Millions of words like Ihese have been written 
about this inexcusable slaughter, whose toll in death 
is only surpassed by the haunted memories of those 
who survive, either as fam ilies of 1hc deceased or 
escapees of the accidents. Yet, each year, another 
28,000 die. 
“We are in the midst of a blood bath and yet so 
tew seem to ca re,” says Rep. Jam es C. Cleveland, 
R-N.H., who is a member of the House 
Public 
Works Committee, charged in part with overseeing 
highway safety. He notes that twice as many people 
are killed each year by drivers who have had too 
much to drink as by all the street criminals, angry 
spouses and impassioned neighbors in the entire 
country. 
In a 10-week series on this problem, a writer for 
the national daily newspaper, the Christian Science 
Montor, 
suggested 
a 
“meaningful 
attack” 
that 
would include at least nine steps. Briefly, they are: 
Adoption by each ^tate of a .08 per cent alcohol 
blood-level law; increased enforcement and appre­ 
hension by police; pre-arrest breath-test screening; 
greater sentencing flexibility by courts; tighter driv­ 
ing license standards and tests; deeper study of the 
relation between drinking hours and accident rates; 
recognition by local communities lhat alcoholism is 
a health problem; challenging of permissive atti­ 
tudes toward drunken driving by parents, educators, 
political and religious leaders; development of high- 
priority alcoholism and safe-driving programs by 
corporations and businesses. 
And, it should go without saying, we all must take 
a personal responsibility toward ourselves and our 
friends. It would also help if the liquor industry 
gave wholehearted support to legislation such as 
that mentioned above, in addition to its advertising 
aimed at drivers. 
The Monitor received 15,670 returns on a question­ 
naire inviting the public to share its ideas on how to 
stop the alcohol-impaired driver. Stiffer jail sen­ 
tences and compulsory testing to detect drunk dri­ 
vers, on suspicion alone, received the highest total 
of favorable answers. 
Most of the American public, it would seem, 
wants this senseless death-dealing stopped. But it 
will take more effort by everyone from Mr. Average 
Citizen to Mr. Big Business and Mr. Government at 
All Levels. 


Games With Calories 


Makers of dry breakfast cereals have been sub­ 
jected to a kind of consumer protectors’ numbers 
game. It seems that most of the dry cereals m ea­ 
sured by an ambiguous rating system are found 
wanting in nutrition. It is claimed they contain “emp­ 
ty calories.” However, as a spokesman for a large 
food processing concern points out, the rating of the 
cereals was done in a way that would make a lot of 
food fall into the empty calorie category — includ­ 
ing eggs and bacon. 
If, as the investigators inler, every cereal should 
be fortified to the maximum with nutrients, it is 
doubtful people would eat them. Noted the food con­ 
cern spokesman, “Obviously, to load up the break­ 
fast meal with all the nutrients for the day without 
regard to those that will be consumed at other 
m eals would be illogical . . . . Our view is that we 
should tortify only to the level that is consistent 
with the meal occasion and not attempt to solve the 
whole day’s diet problem with one dish at one meal.

The investigators of breakfast cereals, like the in­ 
vestigators oi most products, can never quite come 
to grips with the real world. They overlook what 
should be a primary consideration. Consumers pur­ 
chase dry cereals because they like them. In doing 
so, they exercise their right of free choice. If they 
wish, they can turn to other loot! products, it is just 
that simple. 


Plan Safer Camps 


As summer and the camping season end, it might 
be well for legislators on both the federal and the 
state level to turn then* attention 
to developing 
codes Uiat will insure the safety of all campers 
when 1971’s season rolls around. 
Again this past year, lex» many youngsters were 
injured and some killed because precautions were 
not taken to prevent unnecessary accidents. It is too 
easy for private < amps and even those operated by 
publicly supported funds to provide camping expe­ 
riences for children under conditions that are less 
than desirable, 
Strict licensing requirements and thorough person­ 
nel standards are every bit as essential to organized 
camping as cabins and campfires.

Indeed, robbery apparently 
is a 
favorite form of 
fur.d- 
r a i s i n g for the 
Panthers 
whose collective crim inal re­ 
cord makes them look m ore 
like black mafioso than black 
revolutionaries. 
A survey of

have been most active, shows

They have been jailed

checks—all 


presum ably 
to 
raise 
money 
for their “ revolution." 


A favorite Panther tactic, 
according 
to 
police, 
is 
to 
c o o r d i n a t e their demon­ 
strations and robberies. Pan­ 
ther agitators will stir up a 
political commotion to divert 
the police while other 
Pan­ 
thers carry out swift, simul­ 


taneous hold-ups. 
They allegedly specialize in 
robbing banks. There m ay be 
less risk collecting from liber­ 
als at one of Jessica Mitford’s 
fund-raising parties, but there 
is more money in banks. 


Police Persecution? 


The Panther cry of police 
persecution 
isn’t 
entirely 
without 
foundation. This 
co­ 
lumn found no evidence that 
the federal government is di­ 
recting 
a 
nationwide 
police 
conspiracy against the 
Pan­ 
thers. Rather, there is loosely 
coordinated 
cooperation 
be- 
t w e e n police departm ents, 
w h i c h 
are 
understandably 
alarm ed over the 
Panthers’ 
guerrilla 
w arfare 
against 
them. 
Eight 
policemen 
are 
known to 
have 
been 
killed, 
another 48 wounded as a re­ 
sult of Panther sniping, am- 
bushings and shoot-outs. 
The police undeniably have 
o v e r-reacted. 
Ex-Attorney 
General Ram sey Clark, who 
took over the Panther perse­ 
cution investigation from Ar­ 
thur Goldberg, acknowledged 


to this column that Panthers 
have been “ arrested and con­ 
victed for a wide range of 
serious crim es.” 
He also agreed that 
some 
Panthers 
are 
“ mean 
and 
vicious.” But he ¡»aid: “ In the 
main, they are a group seek­ 
ing to develop both pride and 
power.” He described the pro­ 
cess as “ an awkward grop­ 
ing. It is hard for them ,” he 
said, “ to have a sense of di­ 
rection.” 
He 
added 
that 
the 
police 
have “ an understandable but 
terribly 
myopic 
view. 
The 
Black Panthers’ notoriety far 


transcends 
their 
power 
or 
prom inence. “ But,” he cauton- 
ed, “ I have watched middle- 
class blacks lose their children 
to the Black Panther move­ 
m ent.” 


Within 
eight 
weeks 
the 
American 
people 
may 
face 
one of the most crucial elec­ 
tion days in their history. A 
President of the United States 
in midterm is this time ask­ 
ing for a 
m ajority of 
Con­ 
gress to support him in the 
next 
two 
years. 
He 
wants 
votes in the legislative body 
not only from his own party 
but from certain mem bers of 
the opposition party because 
the nation is in the midst of a 
serious crisis in the economy. 


If Mr, Nixon is repudiated, 
it could mean a period of con­ 
fusion and perhaps indecision 
that could lead to a deeper 
recession instead of recovery. 


If the President is upheld, 
it would be interpreted in this 
country 
and 
abroad 
as 
a 
“ vote of confidence” in the 
policies that have been prop­ 
osed 
by 
the 
administration 
but 
which 
have 
heretofore 
been 
given 
far 
from 
satis­ 
factory support. 


Problems Multiplied 


In the conduct of foreign re­ 
lations, the United States has 
been 
severely 
handicapped. 
Its problems have been multi­ 
plied in com plexity and the 
risks 
of 
military 
com plica­ 
tions have been increased by 
t h e 
refusal 
of 
important 
m em bers of Congress to show 
the world that they stand by 
their President. 
In domestic 
program s, the 
progress has been slow and 
hardly efficient 
due 
to 
the 
President’s lack of an assur­ 
ed 
m ajority. 
Even 
though 
vast 
sums 
have 
been 
in­ 
volved, 
the 
disputes 
have 
been numerous, 
and 
efforts 


have been m ade by Congress 
— obviously for political rea­ 
sons —* to increase expendi­ 
tures by amending the m eas­ 
ures proposed by the Presi­ 
dent. If the opposition is gi­ 
ven increased strength in the 
new Congress, it can well be 
imagined what the psycholo­ 
gical effect will be. So the 
Congressional 
elections 
of 
1970 could be a turning point 
for a better or for a worse 
condition. 
Normally a President would 
ask just for a m ajority of his 
own party to be elected 
in 
both houses of Congress. But 
it happens that in some dis­ 
tricts there 
are 
D em ocratic 
representatives and in some 
states there are Dem ocratic 
senators who have 
provided 
the Nixon program with sub­ 
stantial 
help. 
Mr. 
Nixon, 
therefore, 
can 
logically 
ask 
the country to give him a Re­ 
publican m ajority in the Sen­ 
ate and the House, and also 
to elect those mem bers from 
the 
other 
party 
who 
have 
been staunch defenders of ad­ 
ministration policy. 
When 
m ajor 
parties 
are 
split into factions, it is diffi­ 
cult for any party leader, for 
the differences on issues are 


fundamental. 
Many 
Republi­ 
cans who have joined the “ li­ 
beral" 
side 
on 
som e 
con­ 
troversial subjects have done 
so presumably because they 
think the voters back home 
hold that point of view. Un­ 
fortunately, questions arising 
out of foreign policy are not 
clearly 
understood 
by 
the 
vast number of voters, and 
hence the politicians in Con­ 
gress 
follow 
what 
they 
as­ 
sume is “ public opinion.” Of­ 


ten, however, this is m erely 
“ public prejudice” which 
is 
based on misleading im pres­ 
sions produced by uninformed 
agitators 
or 
activists 
back 
home who have kept the dis 
cussion going while the repre­ 
sentatives or senators were 
tied down at the capital with 
the routine of Congressional 
sessions. 
Both m ajor parties — Re­ 
publican and Dem ocratic — 
are split. It would be hard to 
write a national platform for 
either 
one. 
The 
opposition 
concentrates 
on 
attack 
but 
says very little 
about 
what 
might happen if certain prop­ 
osals were actually put into 
effect. 


Pullout Is F aster 


Thus, if all the Am erican 
troops 
were 
withdrawn 
at 
once from South Vietnam, as 
some of the radicals propose, 
and 
the 
President’s 
powers 
were 
limited 
by 
Congress, 
could effective m ilitary action 
be resumed to protect Am eri­ 
can 
interests? 
The 
admin­ 
istration believes its Vietnam 
policy will gradually reduce 
Am erican troop strength with­ 
out danger to South Vietnam, 
but there is hesitation about 
setting 
a 
tim etable. 
Up 
to 
now, the withdrawal has been 
faster than anticipated. 
Meanwhile, the voters are 
doubtless going to be asked 
by many of the 
D em ocrats 
during the cam paign to a c­ 
cept 
the 
idea 
that 
a 
vote 
against the Republicans will 
end the w ar, when as a m at­ 
ter of fact it could prolong 
the conflict and produce an 
internal situation filled with 
much uncertainty. If, on the 
o t h e r 
hand, 
Mr. 
Nixon 
em erges with a “ vote of con­ 
fidence,” 
he would 
have 
a 
chance to steer the country 
into a steady restoration of 
good 
business 
conditions 
in 
Am erica as well as to achieve 
a meaningful peace in Viet­ 
nam.

Soldier’s Leave

1 am writing concerning an R&R (rest and recre­ 
ation) leave for my husband who is serving in Viet­ 
nam. He requested R&R leave last April or May for 
September in Hawaii and I was to meet him there. 
Two weeks ago, after other men in his company 
received leave authorizations, he discovered that his 
leave had not been approved because someone had 
filed the request instead of forwarding it on to the 
proper officers for approval. This means the leave 
application has been in the office files for about five 
months. 


With the planned R&R in September, my husband 
would have been in Vietnam for nine months, which 
is an unusually long time without a leave. Most men 
take R&R in the fifth to the seventh month. With 
the mistake made in his leave processing, it will be 
October or November before he can get an R&R 
leave. I think the pressure of his particular duties, 
as reflected in his recent letters, demand that he 
have leave before then.— W.T. 


Change your Hawaii reservations to Sept. 30 — 
just two weeks later than your husband’s leave was 
originally requested.

Front for the Liberation of Pa­ 
lestine “would say no, I’m sure 
nothing would happen U) those 
people."

A — This drug is given to 
bind the calcium in the blood 
when too much calcium is pre­ 
sent in the tissues including the 
arteries. It is available on pres­ 
cription as Endrate or Sodium 
Versenate. 


Q — I have temporal arter­ 
itis. What is the cause and 
treatment? 


A — The cause of this inflam­ 
mation of the temporal artery 
in the skull is not known. It is 
rare in persons who are under 
55 and is characterized by pain 
and soreness to touch in the 
temporal region. If cortisone is 
given early in the course cf the 
disease and continued for six 
weeks, the condition is usually 
cured.

Space Station To Carry Ordinary People 


MOUNTAIN VIEW (CPI) - 


The space agency hopes to put 
“ plain old ordinary people“ in 


orbit around the earth during 


this decade. 
They 
will 
be 
scientists, 
engineers, technicians and doc­ 
tors 
who 
will 
work 
on 
America’s first permanent man­ 
ned space facility—a sylindric- 
al space station NASA hopes to 
launch between 1976 and 1978. 
Top agency officials outlined 
plans for the station and the 
reuseable space shuttles which 
will serve it during a planning 
conference Wednesday attended 
by 490 scientists and 
resear­ 
chers, including 60 foreigners 
Charles W, Mathews, deputy 
associate administrator of the 


Office of Manned Space Flight, 
said NASA wanted the scient­ 
ists to tell it what uses they 
saw for the station by “ plain 
old ordinary people who have a 
job to do in space.” 
The station—still in the des­ 
ign stage—is planned to hold a 
dozen persons, including 8 or 9 
non-astronauts, for periods up 
to six months. It will serve as 
an orbiting laboratory for ex­ 
periments 
in 
astronomy, 
space physics, 
space biology, 
space medicine, weather fore­ 
casting, earth surveys and pol­ 
lution control. 
Mathews said the station will 
cost between $2 billion and $8 
billion up to the time it 
is 
launched. 
One 
of

firms

will 
reach $5 hi I lion at the end of 
the station's first 10 years in 
space. 
The 
space 
shuttle, 
a 
reu­ 
seable 
passenger 
and

ship which will be launched like 
a rocket and landed like an air­ 
plane, will cost “ in the neigh­ 
borhood of $6 billion,” Mathews 
said. Scientists will be able to 
ride to the station in a “ shirts- 
1 e e v e environment” 
in 
the 
shuttle, he said. 
Christopher Craft Jr., deputy 
director of the Manned Space­ 
craft Center, said experimen­ 
ters 
— 
both 
American 
and 
foreign—would he selected from 
government, industry and uni­ 
versities and given 
“ minimal 
training”—up to six months of 


familiarization 
with 
the 
sta­ 
tion’s operations. 
“There will be minimal phys­ 
ical requirements and no age 
restrictions 
for 
crew mem­ 
bers." Craft said. “These min­ 
imal requirements will allow al­ 
most any healthy individual to 
participate as a crewmember 
on board the space station " 
In addition to the “ plain old 
ordinary people” doing scientif­ 
ic or industrial space work, the 
station will be manned by rotat­ 
ing groups of astronaut engi­ 
neers who will operate the facil­ 
ity and by “ multiskilled” sup­ 
port 
scientists 
handling 
nu­ 
merous short-term experiments 
for various researchers. 
They 
will board 
a 
space 
shuttle for the two to 24 hour 


trip to the station, which will 
orbit the earth at about 250 
miles altitude. 
“The 
passenger 
accomoda­ 
tions in the shuttle will not be 
dissimilar to those in airlines,” 
Craft said. The scientists will 
enter through pressurized tun­ 
nels and spend a day famil­ 
iarizing 
themselves 
with 
the 
four - level station before their 
predecessors leave in the shuttle. 
Dr. Hans Mark, director of 
NASA’s Ames Research Center, 
opened the conference at his fa­ 
cility 
by 
telling 
station 
planners they are “ much too 
preoccupied” with experiments. 
“ Nobody today really knows 
what we’ll be doing 10, 12 or 15 
years from now,” he said. “The 
important question is not what 


is going to be done, but who is 
going to use this thing. The 
primary engineering goal of the 
whole 
effort 
should 
be 
that 
people — everybody — can go 
without prior training.” 


The proposed station core is a 
cylinder about 45 feet long and 
30 feet in diameter—a tin can­ 
shaped 
satellite 
divided
